SHOOTING DOWN OF BOMBER 
CALLED DELIBERATE, BRUTAL 


Firing of Tracer Bullets at a British Airliner 
by MIGs in Air Corridor to 
Berlin Disclosed. 


BONN, March 13 (AP)—Britain 
delivered a stiff protest to the 
Soviet Union today in the shoot- 
ing down of a Royal Air Force 
bomber, .and disclosed that a 
British airliner had been threat- 
ened by Soviet MIGs. 

The airliner incident happened 
yesterday but was reported only 
tonight. It was the fourth scrape 
involving western and Communist 
planes this week. 

In the first incident an Ameri- 
can F-84 jet fighter was shot 
down Tuesday by a Czechoslovak 
air force MIG-15 fighter. Yester- 
day, an unarmed four-engined 
British bomber was shot down 
by Russian MIGs. The American 
pilot escaped, though. his plane 
crashed and burned. Six British 
flyers perished in the attack on 
the R.A.F. bomber. 

In the latest disclosed brush 
the Soviet planes fired tracer 
bullets at a British European 
Airways passenger plane. BEA 
called the shots a “gesture to get 
further inside” the Frankfort air 
corridor passing over Soviet zone 
territory to Berlin. BEA said its 
plane, a Viking, as near the edge 
of the corridor at the time.

CZECH PRESIDENT 
IS SERIOUSLY ILL, 
PRAGUE RADIO SAYS 


VIENNA, March 13 (AP)—The 
Prague radio apnounced tonight 
that President Klement Gottwald 
of Corhmunist Czechoslovakia is 
“seriously ill” with pneumonia 
and pleurisy. He is 56 years old 
and has been the No. 1 man in 
Prague since the Communists 
seized power five years ago. 

The broadcast said Gottwald 
became ill yesterday, a day after 
returning from Moscow, where he 
attended the funeral of Prime 
Minister Stalin.

EDEN DENOUNCES

Kennan, an expert on Russian 

affairs, is credited with author- 

ship of the policy of containment 
of Soviet power—a policy which 

Secretary of State Dulles has 

criticized as inadequate. 

Kennan, in turn, has been crit- 

ical of a policy of liberation to- 

ward the Russian satellites, a

Kennan, after five months as 
ambassador to Moscow, was 
barred by the Reds last year after 
voicing criticism of the way for- 
eigners are treated there. 

He could be retired under a 
legal provision requiring that a 
“chief of mission” be retired un- 
less given a new assignment with- 
in three months after his serv- 
ices as chief of mission are ended. 

Kennan, 49, has been in State 
Department employ since 1927. 

The containment policy with 
which he has been associated was 
usually expressed as one of avoid- 
ing war with Russia, but at the 
same time dealing firmly with it 
and seeking to prévent any fur- 
ther expansion of its dominion 
or ideological influence on other 
peoples.

Some of these implied accusations may turn 
out, on investigation, to bé unnecessarily alarm- 
ist. The public cannot judge it has all the 
facts. And that is the reason why Senator Sym- 
ington’s main point—that the people do not now 
have all the defense information they are en- 
titled to—carries so much weight. 

No better illustration of the need for more 
information could be found than the Armed 
Services Committee's conclusion that Gen. Van 
Fleet was right when he charged that serious 
and at times critical shortages of ammunition 
have consistently occurred in Korea. 

Lt. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, new Eighth 
Army commander, still contends that there is 
no shortage now for his present mission. Army 
Chief of Staff J. Lawton Collins told the com- 
mittee that “there has always been a sufficient 
supply to carry on the U.N. operations and to 
insure that our forces could withstand any at- 
tack the enemy could launch and sustain.” 

But nobody can tell how much of these baf- 
fling contradictions is truth and how much is 
the old Pentagon game of ‘cover-up. It is enough 
that the Committee, after hearing all the pre- 
liminary testimony, unanimously agrees that 
shortages have occurred and still in some de- 
gree exist. That is all the warrant needed for 
the Committee’s resolution to get to the bottom 
of the matter and to pin down the responsibility 
where it belongs. 

The Defense establishment has been given 
vast sums of the taxpayers’ money both for Ko- 
rea and for the larger task of ov security. 
It has been given an unquestioned popular man- 
date to do its job and do it in a hurry. If the 
job has not been done, either in Korea or in 
the wider sphere referred to by Senator Syming- 
ton, then it is time to find out why. 
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Citizens Who Don’t Care 


However many voters go to the polls in the 
city primary the number will be far to small. 

A turnout of about 150,000 voters was forecast.

It is too early to guess whether the shooting 
down over Germany of two Western planes with- 
in 52 hours marks a new pattern of Soviet ag- 
gressiveness. But if these attacks were not 


planned as such, they are having the same effect 


on public opinion as if they were, By design or 
otherwise, the Soviets are playing with fire. 

British and American official circles appear 
to be healthily aware of the need for treating 
these attacks with restraint. The strong protests 
from the Western capitals reflect accurately the 
sense of outrage and sorely taxed patience so 
widely felt in this country and Western Europe. 
At the same time, there is a prudent disposition 
to avoid blowing each incident up to inflam- 
matory proportions. 

Restraint becomes increasingly difficult, how- 
ever, as one attack follows another. The destruc- 
tion of the British bomber near the Elbe south- 
east of Hamburg marked the seventh time since 
1948 that Soviet warplanes have brought down 
Western craft over northern Europe. 

Both of the most recent outrages occurred 
very close to the border. At jet speeds, 25 miles 
on either side of a line represents only a few 
seconds of flying time. Since it is so-easy for 
the border to be crossed in either direction, the 
best way of avoiding clashes would be to set up 
a neutral zone on both sides. If the Soviets 
wanted to keep tensions under contro] they 
would agree to such an arrangement, but their 
conduct to date offers little hope of that. 
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Hand-Out or Help for Our Schools? 

The House Appropriations Committee in Jef- 
ferson City is considering a proposal to grant 
$94,000,000—or $7,000,000 more than the tradi- 
tional one-third of the state’s general revenues— 
to the public schools of Missouri for the next 
biennium. There should not be too much opposi- 
tion to this figure since it is $10,000,000 below 
the national average for state aid to schools 
and, statistically, Missouri could be expected to 
do better than the average. 

There is, however, the continuing objection to 
the slipshod way in which Missouri school funds 
are distributed. For all too many school districts, 
the state contribution is still a windfall. It is 
handed out without sufficient consideration of 
what has been done to raise funds locally, of 
consolidation of school districts and other ef- 
forts to elevate educational and fiscal standards. 

This situation has been somewhat improved 
since the adoption of the present state constitu- 
tion, but planning and budgeting for the maxi- 
mum use of Missouri’s educational dollars still 
is not nearly what it should be. This was made 
clear—and in abundant detail—in the Report of 
the Missouri Citizens’ Commission for the Study 
of Education. Even if Missourians are unwilling 
to adopt all of the commission's recommendations 
for raising educational standards, they ought at 
least to insist on getting full value for each 
state school dollar which is appropriated. 

This is largely a matter of establishing an ac- 
curate way of measuring local contributions. No- 
body is asking a poor community to do as well 


by its schools as does a more prosperous om 
munity. But there ought to be a genuine equality 
of effort. 
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When an Envoy Is Needed 

The passing of authority from Stalin to Malen- 
kov makes this an exceptionally important time 
to have an American ambassador in Moscow. 
Despite the limitations with which foreign diplo- 
mats are hedged about in the Soviet capital, 
there is a definite advantage in having a top- 
ranking man on the scene. 

Yet President Eisenhower's nomination of 
Charles E. Bohlen to the Moscow post is being 
bottled up in the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee by a little group of Republicans, notably

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The Baseball Bug Bites 


The Browps already have won four games and 
lost two in the Grapefruit Circuit, and the Car- 
dinalg have won one while losing five.

This is all very normal, and it has no great 
bearing on the standing of the clubs on tHe 
Fourth of July or Labor Day.

We are sending in our orders for 
tickets for the opening game and counting the 
days until we can use them. 
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Moving Against a Bottleneck 

The breaking of one traffic bottleneck has 
moved a step closer with the State Highway 
Commission’s decision to advance funds to the 
city for the Market street cutoff. 

Thanks to the state’s willingness to help solve 
the St. Louis traffie problem, acquisition of 
right-of-way may soon begin for connecting the 
Express Highway with Market street over Van- 
deventer, and underpassing Grand avenue a few 
blocks east. As any auto driver in the nightly 
westward movement knows, this would remove 
one of the major blocks. 

The city has tentatively suggested another 
grade separation at Skinker boulevard, and M. 
Eugene Baughman of the County Planning Com- 
mission has proposed a county bond issue for 
separations at the major intersections on Clay- 
ton road between the city limits and Brentwood 
boulevard. All of these plans together would 
do much to increase the capacity of the Ex- 
press Highway and its extensions. The State 
Highway Commission deserves the city’s thanks 
for making it possible to get started. 
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Dollars Between Allies 


Britain’s case for better trade with America, 
and a chance to earn more dollars, was stated 
in New York by Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Richard Butler. And while dollar balances offer 
dry statistics for diplomatic appeals, they do il- 
lustrate the close relations between allies. 

A chart of dollar balances would show that 
Latin America, Asia and Western Europe gener- 
ally have steadily increased their dollar holdings 
since 1948. But Britain has not. The sterling 
area remains a sharp exception. 0 

British dollar reserves started to rise rapidly 
in laty 1949, with inereased exports and imports 
reduced by austerity.“ But in mid-1951 the 
dollar balance began to fall sharply and did not 
begin to improve any until last year. 

Why did Britain's dollar holdings, once grow- 
ing healthily, suddenly weaken? One reason was 
a break in prices of tin, rubber and wool, which 
sterling countries export. But another reason 
was the impaét of Britain’s new rearmament 
program. This used up industrial goods which 
Britain might have exported, and also required 
more imports. 

British rearmament is a key to the North At- 
lantic defenses. These are also our defenses. So 
when Britain asks for a better opportunity to 
trade with us, she is also asking for a chance to 
support her share of the alliance. And as Mr. 
Butler said, it makes more sense for two allies 
to live by trade than to live by loans. 
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Cool Reception for a Bill 

It is too bad that the Hess bill for a study of 
governmental problems common to St. Louis and 
St. Louis county received such a chilly recep- 
tion at Jefferson City. State Senator Hartwell 
G. Crain, county Republican, even went so far 
as to denounce it as a “publicity stunt” to arouse 
interest in city-county consolidation. 

Not everyone is likely to share Senator Crain's 
view. The aim of the Hess bill is to determine 
whether there are cheaper and more practical 
ways of handling services common to the metro- 
politan area. Are we wasting our tax money, for 
example, by supporting separate police, fire and 
other departments in St. Louis and in each of 
the county’s many municipalities? 

The commission could do no more than dig out 
the facts and suggest a course of action, and a

Medicine for Aged 


By Dr. Glen R. Shepherd 


EDICINES of any kind should be given very cautiously 
M to children and elderly people. When seventyish mother 
takes medicine prescribed for her married daughter, 
she may be in for trouble. | 
Physicians prescribing medicine realize that some potent 
drugs and hormones are poorly tolerated by older people. 
This is especially true as regards the full doses normally given 
to young and middle-aged adults. Either smaller doses or none 


at all of certain potent medicines are the rule for older 


people. 


not work as fast to eliminate poisons, allowing them to ac- 
cumulate to dangerous levels in the aged, where they do not 
do so in youngér people. 


x X * 


THIS MEANS THAT MEDICINES should not be taken 
by older people, unless specifically prescribed for them. What 
is good for son or daughter may be sickeging or even deadly 
to father or mother. Those “nerve pills” given to fortyish 
daughter should not be taken by sixtyish mother. This applies 
to all other medicines. 5 

Nor can medicines be expected to have as dramatic an 
effect in older people as in youth. A heart that has some 
scars can’t recover its effectiveness as completely with digitalis 
as can a younger, unscarred heart, 

Older people are particularly susceptible to sleeping pills 
and other sedatives. A barbiturate that is harmless when used 
occassionally by a middle-aged person may temporarily de- 
range ah older one. For this reason, different sedatives are 
used for the aged and in smaller doses. 

Respectable elderly citizens have been deranged for a 
few hours during a hospital stay, because the intern thought 
the patient needed a good nicht's sleep. Though this may 
cause anxiety for the relatives and more work for the night 
nurse, it certainly convinces the intern of the differences in 
effect of medicines on the aged. . 


x X * 


ON THE OTHER HAND, older people need larger amounts 
of certain things than they formerly did. Aunt Minnie 
probably needs more vitamins A, B-1 and C, as well as more 
calcium, iron and protein. Incidentally, and often forgotten, 
pork and beef are excellent sources of protein and vitamin B-1. 
Fresh and frozen orange and lemon juices are good sources 
of vitamin C. * 

Doctors have differences of opinion about the need for 
extra vitamins and the calcium and iron minerals in older 
people, This is based on the different resdits of various ex- 
perimental studies. But since these substances are easily 
available and can do no harm in reasonable amounts, it’s a 
pod idea for older people to take a little more of these 
natural substances. ‘ 

There is no question about the need for enough proteins 
in older people, nor of their usual preference for sweets over 
meats. Sweets are all ‘right as long as they don’t produce 
obesity, but meats are vitally essential. 

But no medicine is often good medicine for the aged as 


far as sedatives, narcotics and other potent drugs are con- 


cerned.
